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Water project could 
bring scenic overlook 


to Huron River

If Van Buren Township could get its 
hands on a grant with lots of money, a $1 
million water project could turn out to be 
more than just a way to get a 16” water 
main across the Huron River. 

With some funding sources the now- 
closed bridge over the river at French 
Landing Dam could become a scenic 
overlook and pedestrian walkway. 

This also is the area the Huron River 
Watershed Council is seeking to have 
upgraded to allow for better portage as part 
of the 104-mile paddle trek of the Huron 
River. 

At Monday’s workshop session of the 
Van Buren Township Board of Trustees, 
the board discussed approval of $32,000 
for Wade Trim engineers to look into the 
options for the water main attached to the 
deteriorating bridge that has been closed to 
traffic for some time. 

It was the old Edison Lake roadway that 
was abandoned when the new roadway and 
bridge were built just to the south. 

Dave Nummer of Wade Trim said there 
is an 8” gas line that also crosses the river 
on the bridge, so MichCon will have to be 
consulted, along with the DNR because of 
the lake and FERC because of the dam. 

DPW Director Tom McDonald said the 
water main is very important because it 
brings water to the township from one of 
the Detroit Water pits. 

He said the township needed Wade Trim 
to look at a number of preliminary issues 
before a design could be determined. 
McDonald said there are issues with right 
of way, whether it should have the same 
alignment or, perhaps, go under the river 
or lake with directional boring. 

There was much discussion over whether 
Wade Trim should get paid a lump sum of 
$32,000 for the preliminary work or bill the

Belleville approves new dispatch 
contract with VBT — at old price

On Monday, the Belleville City Council 
approved a new dispatch and lockup 
contract with Van Buren Township -- at the 


old price. 

Mayor Kerreen Conley said after city and 
township people met together, “the price is 
held to the same amount as last year.” 

That is $122,900 for dispatch of police 
and fire plus $22,700 for use of the lockup 
for a total of $145,600 for 2013. 

The 10-page contract has pretty much the 
same wording as last year, Mayor Conley 
said.

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VBT DDA to pay for promotion 
billboard on WB I-94 at Wayne Road

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority decided at its Feb. 
26 meeting that its first choice for location 
of a billboard to promote the township is 
on Westbound I-94 at Wayne Road, which 
would be available in April. 

The billboard could state the location 
as, “Van Buren Township, 7 miles or just 
7 minutes away,” as suggested by DDA 
member Joe Baskin. 

Second choice is Westbound I-94, 3,000 
feet east of Haggerty Road. 

The billboard price is $3,000 a month 
and the DDA agreed to 12 weeks. 
Communication Associates was hired by 
the DDA to promote VBT and suggested 
the signs and the locations. 

The 90-minute, regular meeting of the 
DDA was held during a heavy snowstorm 
with five members absent. 

Arthur Mullen 

DDA Director Susan Ireland introduced 
VBT’s new interim Planning and Economic 
Development Director Arthur Mullen. 
Mullen told of his work in Detroit in the 
city’s Planning and Development Dept. 
and with the Mount Clemens DDA. 

He is also currently on the board of the 
Michigan Downtown Association, which 
is where he met Ireland. 

Mullen said, “Our previous Development 
Director, [Terry Carroll] is now with the 
Michigan Association of Planning, MAP.” 

According to Mullen, when VBT 
Supervisor Linda Combs was thinking 
about making some changes, she called 
the MAP asking for recommendations. 
Amy Miller, from MAP suggested Mullen 
knowing that the township needed someone 
quickly. 

“Coincidentally, Mullen had collaborated 
with Ireland on the letter about the zoo 
millage,’ Supervisor Combs told the DDA. 
“It looked like it was a set-up, but honestly, 
I got his name from Amy Miller.” 

Old Glory Flags 

Rich Keenan, owner of Old Glory Flags, 
discussed problems with the banner arms 
and the balls on the end of the arms (end 
caps) on the street lights in the streetscape. 

He said the heavy steel banner arms 
attached to the poles break away from 
fatigue, especially from the weight and 
extreme winds coming across the lake. 

Working with Van Buren Steel, Keenan 
said he has designed a steel plate to 
secure the arm, costing $10-$11 per plate, 
replacing the current aluminum plate. 
Keenan also suggested that the steel arms 
be replaced with fiberglass arms that would 
have less vibration and leave off the heavy 
steel end caps which could become a safety 


issue if they fell on someone’s head. 

Fiberglass arms would cost between 
$65 and $100 compared to steel at $200. 
Ireland said that replacing the 10-year-old 
banners is in the budget and she will get a 
quote for fiberglass arms and steel plates 
for the DDA’s consideration. 

Old Glory has been servicing the 72 poles 
in the DDA district for the past six years. 

Keenan asked for police presence when 
Old Glory swaps out the banners. He said 
he shows up with a huge arrow sign placed 
150 feet behind the pole and two flagmen, 
but because of people texting, the crew has 
had four close-calls. 

Update on Ecorse corner 

Sally Hodges, of McKenna and Associates 
planning consultants, updated the DDA on 
gateway treatments at Ecorse and Belleville 
roads. 

Through discussions, Wade Trim 
engineering consultants have modified the 
design for the Southwest corner, moving 
the curbing in front of Stack’s Liquor 
& Deli and moving the hammer heads 
(dead-end turn-arounds) 20’-30’ back from 
Belleville Road. 

Hodges said she recently met with the 
owner of Stack’s about additional changes. 
This included closing the ditch, moving the 
turn-around back further, and helping the 
property owner to petition Wayne County 
to get the service drive vacated to the 
property line at Stack’s. 

Comments were made about improvements 
made to the Stack’s building over the years 
and its “great sandwiches”. 

If approved by Wayne County, Stack’s 
would have more parking, loading and 
unloading space, and there would be space 
on the SW corner for a township “entry 
focal point,” Hodges said. 

At this point, changes to this corner 
would be field changes and would not have 
additional engineering charges, Hodges 
said. 

Zoo Millage lawsuit 

Ireland updated the DDA on the Wayne 
County Zoo Millage lawsuit that was filed 
Feb. 1. On Feb. 14, a status conference was 
held at Wayne County Circuit Court before 
Judge Daniel Ryan. 

Attending were attorneys from what 
Ireland called “our side”, plus the Zoo 
Authority and the Zoological Society, along 
with an attorney representing the Wayne 
County Treasurer, Tim Killeen from the 
Wayne County Commission and a member 
of the Wayne County Art Authority. 

Judge Ryan would like to issue his opinion 
by June 1, 2013 and ordered all parties to 
file their responses to the Complaint for 
Declaratory Judgment by March 5.

The Attorney for the Zoological Society 
stated that she would be filing a motion to 
intervene as a party and a counter claim. 
Judge Ryan set March 7 for a follow-up 
status conference. 

Ireland stated that she had heard the judge 
is adamant about keeping comments down 
and not discussing the case or making a big 
media blitz. 

Emergency Sirens 

Ireland said she received information 
from Fire Chief Dan Besson that once 
Wayne County Emergency Management 
has finished updating the 2006 Plan, they 
would determine if and when any grant 
money would be available for emergency 
sirens. 

Township Hall Roof 

Ireland said the bid award will occur in 
April for the township hall roof. Director 
Ed Miller said that they need to be sure to 
put a T-pipe on the roof to stop vibrations 
when the pipe lays on the roof. 

Aerotropolis 

Because Combs and Ireland have previous 
commitments, Mullen was asked to attend 
the upcoming Aerotropolis quarterly 
meeting and report back. 

Ireland also reported that new personal 
property tax legislation will result in an 
annual reduction of approximately $9,356 
to the VBT DDA district. 

The DDA voted to support the 2013 Public 
Safety Day on Aug. 10 with expenses not 
to exceed $10,000. This year there will be 
digital finger-printing. 

Director Mark Laginess reported on a 
meeting he and Carol Bird had to develop 
a performance review for Ireland and he 
hopes to bring a formal report to the DDA 


board in the near future. 

Absent and excused from the Feb. 26 
meeting were Chairman Jere Dolph, Vice 
Chairman Kurt Atchinson, Secretary 
Sophie Zoller, and Directors Robert 
Bechtel and Ron Blank. 

Director Carol Bird, the longest-serving 
member present, chaired the meeting, 
which included Directors Mark Laginess, 
Ed Miller, Jim Richter, and Joe Baskin, 
along with Supervisor Combs. 


VBT DDA considers 
what to do about 
unsightly fencing

The Van Buren Township Downtown 
Development Authority has had many 
complaints recently about the unsightly 
fence from the ‘60s with the barbed wire 
on top that was put up by the developer of 
a subdivision. 
The fence runs along Belleville Road 
from Harmony Lane to Sunset. 

The DDA wants to do something about 
it and at its Jan. 22 meeting several 
propositions were discussed. 

Sally Hodges from McKenna Associates 
planning consultants distributed an aerial 
photo and unofficial drawing of the fence 
and its position in relation to the Wayne 
County right of way. 

Wade Trim engineers performed a survey 
and determined that the fence is largely

VBT Board to 
rethink new bylaws 


Apparently, it all started with a class for new 
Van Buren Township board members taught 
by Dr. Lou Bennett through the Michigan 
Township Association. The MTA is a body 
that lobbies for townships, offers classes, 
information, and opinions. It promotes 
ideas like putting legal notices only on line 
and taking them out of newspapers to save 
money. 

So, the VBT Board was inspired to update 
its Board Meeting Rules of Conduct to 
include cutting back public comment time 
to 3 minutes (down from the current 4.5 
minutes) each — period. Two minutes was 
considered. 

Also, the MTA line is that the meeting 
belongs to the board and members of the 
audience can comment (for 3 minutes) but 
not participate. 

The proposed changes were attacked at 
the work/study session on Monday with 
John Delaney leading the charge, calling on 
friends from the City of Belleville and VBT 
to join him to object to cutting back on time 
for people to speak. Delaney said you don’t 
have to live in VBT to speak. He said he 
lives mostly in Canton. 

By the time Tuesday’s regular board 
meeting rolled around the board had 
informally decided to reconsider some 
of its proposed changes and the item was 
pulled from the agenda, with Supervisor 
Combs saying that the board members were 
listening to the citizens. 

But 8 people who were alerted by Delaney 
got up anyway to oppose cutting back to 
3 minutes and Delaney claimed victory 
because “the brakes got put on.”

The Detroit Water and Sewerage 
Department has released its proposed new 
water rates for 2013-14 to its customers in 
and out of the city. 

According to the figures, Belleville’s 
new water rate will decrease 6% and Van 
Buren Township’s new rate will decrease 
10%. Sumpter Township, however, has a 
reported rate increase of 4.4%. 

Belleville officials have stressed that 
water customers in the city should not look 
for a reduction in their bills, since cuts 
aren’t passed on. Increases are. 

In VBT, it was reported at a recent 
meeting that Detroit raised VBT water 
rates when VBT’s water tower didn’t get 
on line when they thought it would. Detroit 
had given the township a cut in rates and 
then took it back. 

The raised rate now has been put back 
at the reduced rate that was in place when 
the tower was being built. So, the rate just 
went back to the reduced rate. Confusing. 

VBT water customers should not look at 
a reduced rate on their water bills, either. 
But, VBT water customers do get the 
lowest water rate in the tri-community. 

The proposed average increase in Detroit 
water rates for those in the suburbs is 3.9%, 
but in Northville the increase is 22.7%. 
Ouch. 

If approved by the Water Board of 
Commissioners and then the Detroit City 
Council, rate increases would go into effect 
July 1.

Man cut from wreckage 
after car vs. semi 
collision on I-94 freeway 


A 54-year-old Canton Township man was 
cut from the twisted wreckage of his Ford 
Taurus after a collision with a semi tractor- 
trailer at about 7:30 p.m. Jan. 23. 

Van Buren Township Fire Chief Dan 
Besson said fire fighters were dispatched 
at 7:39 p.m. to eastbound I-94 east of 
Belleville Road for an injury accident, but 
it turned out to be west of Belleville Road 
and the driver was trapped in the car. 

Chief Besson said due to the damage 
to the car, fire fighters could not rapidly 
access his condition but did determine he 
was conscious and suffering from a head 
injury. 

It was learned his vehicle had struck part 
of a semi which had been travelling next 
to him before careening into the median’s 
cable barrier system. 

Travelling along the slippery roads, 
Engine 2 and Rescue 1 arrived eight 
minutes after dispatch and fire fighter Doug 
Doty established the Incident Command 
System. 

As other fire trucks arrived, fire fighters 
worked to remove the twisted metal from 
around the driver — first by cutting the roof 
off of the car, then the driver’s door. While 
he was being extricated, Huron valley 
Ambulance paramedics provided patient 
care and set up Advanced Life Support 
care. 

Chief Besson said after the man was freed 
he was quickly moved to the ambulance to 
be taken to St. Joseph Mercy Hospital’s 
Trauma Center. He was alert and conscious 
during transport and is expected to make a 
full recovery, Chief Besson said. 

The cause of the accident is being 
investigated by the Michigan State Police. 
Twelve fire fighters responded to the scene 
and the last unit cleared at 9:03 p.m. 

Vehicles at the scene included Engines 1, 
2,3,4, Rescue 1, Tac-1, and Chief 1.

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Misdemeanor jury trial set May 3 in Romulus for VBT vs. Delaney

It is yet to be decided whether hours of 
video clips will be allowed to be presented 
at the jury trial of John Delaney who faces 
a misdemeanor charge of disrupting a Van 
Buren Township meeting. 

At a court session on Feb. 28, 34" District 
Court Judge Brian Oakley set the jury trial 
for May 3, but asked for a conference to 
be set up before then between him, the 
prosecutor, and the defense attorney to 
deal with the tapes to avoid drawing out 
the trial. 

Judge Oakley said he wants the trial to be 
done in one day. 

The court session on Feb. 28 was to 
discuss the 404(b) motion, made on behalf 
of Delaney, that would allow the tapes. 

Wayne County Assistant Prosecutor Ryan 
Lukiewski was standing in for Assistant 
Prosecutor Carole Murray to represent 
Van Buren Township. Former Township 
Supervisor Paul White and former Director 
of Public Safety Carl McClanahan were in 
the courtroom. 

Former Supervisor White had Delaney 
removed from a township board meeting 
and arrested last Sept. 18 for disrupting a 
public meeting, a misdemeanor. 

Delaney’s attorney James Fifelski said 
the 404 (b) motion puts the prosecution on 
notice that there will be extended testimony 
and video clips at the trial. 

Fifelski said the Sept. 18 video will show 
White glaring at Delaney and calling him 
out of order when he wasn’t at the podium. 
Fifelski said Delaney was sitting in the 
back of the room speaking with someone 
that was sitting next to him. 

Fifelski said the tapes will show that on 
June 21, 2011, White also had Delaney 
arrested for a difference of opinion, 
claiming that what Delaney was trying to 
state was inappropriate. 

Fifelski said he will prove that there is 
modus operandi evidence to show White 
censured Delaney’s opinions, ability to 
speak, and had a pattern of trying to get 
Delaney removed from meetings. 

Fifelski went back to tapes of meeting 
during the attempted recall of White

and others, saying there are segments 
of meetings where people are in “a wild 
hoorah”’. Fifelski said White gave warnings, 
but no one was arrested, even when people 
claimed that White stole newspapers from 
stores. 

Fifelski told the court that he believes 
the 404(b) motion will point to a clash of 
ideologies and a system of censorship of 
Delaney’s right to free speech. 

Prosecutor Lukiewski disagreed with 
the 404(b) motion stating that actions on 
Sept. 18 should not be shared with actions 
of other people. He gave an analogy of 
someone getting caught speeding. 

Judge Oakley interjected that inciting a 
riot is less subjective than speeding. 

Lukiewski said that either Delaney caused 
a disturbance or he did not. In his opinion, 
the defense is trying to show from past 
meetings that White schemed to censor 
Delaney and that the 404(b) motion is not 
relevant. 

Lukiewski cited Rule 404(a), Evidence 
of character and conduct of witnesses. 
According to Cornell Law, “... Evidence of 
a person’s character or character trait is 
not admissible to prove that on a particular 
occasion the person acted in accordance 
with the character or trait.” 

Judge Oakley stated to Lukiewski, “Your 
argument was that your evidence is going to 
stand or fall from the day of the meeting,” 
asking why the prosecution would care 
if the jury knows that there is some past 
history? 

“You want to use past things to show that 
Supervisor White was a jerk,” Judge Oakley 
said to Fifelski. “How can he [White] have 
a motive to get him to commit crimes? Is 
this entrapment?” 

Fifelski countered that the motive was 
to shut Delaney down, asking, “Where is 
the why behind the charge? He [White] has 
to establish what he did and why he did it. 
He was responding to Mr. White basically 


calling him out of order with no basis at 
all. You can’t even hear anything in the 
background until at that moment Delaney 
responds because all of a sudden Mr. 
Delaney is being singled out.” 

“The People don’t have to prove motive,” 
Prosecutor Lukiewski said. “Motive is not 
relevant.” 

Fifelski responded, “Causation is 
important. In murder cases where self- 
defense is entered, maybe there was a prior 
problem or issue between the victim and 
the defendant. Courts will generally allow 


prior bad acts of the victim to explain the 
self-defense act.” 

Judge Oakley reserved his decision on the 
404(b) motion, asking for the conference 
meeting to sort it all out before the trial. 

If found guilty of the misdemeanor 
charge, Delaney could be fined $500 and/ 
or spend 90 days in jail. 

Delaney has said he is seeking a jury trial 
on the charge because in his opinion this 
actually is an important freedom of speech 
issue. 


District Library Board turns down 
proposed term limits for offices

On a 4-3 vote, the Belleville Area District 
Library Board turned down a proposed 
bylaws change to limit a board member 
to holding the same office for three 
consecutive terms. 

Offices are voted upon each January for 
one-year terms. 

Voting against the change were Michael 
Boelter, Joy Cichewicz, Mary Jane 
Dawson, and John Juriga. In favor were 
Christina Brasil, Elaine Guiterrez, and Joe 
Monte. 

The vote was taken at the library 
board’s regular meeting on Feb. 12 as it 
was reviewing updates to the bylaws. All 
changes were voted on separately. 

This proposal to limit terms of office 
brought lengthy discussion and many 
opinions. 

“T totally disagree to term limits. I think 
we are all gifted in certain areas,” said 
Juriga and Boelter agreed. 

“T totally disagree,” said Guiterrez, who 
is treasurer. “Once somebody gets in, it’s 
hard sometimes for that person to let it 


” 


go. 

“I see your point with treasurer,’ agreed 
Cichewicz. 

Monte, a member of the Bylaw Committee 
that proposed the change, said, “Of course, 
a person could refuse. I thought it would 
give more people an opportunity, not that 
I’m interested in certain positions.” 

“If you don’t want the position next 
time, you really need to have an apprentice 
working with you so they can glean that 
knowledge,” Juriga added. 

After the vote, Cichewicz wanted to talk 
about term limits for the treasurer which 
Guiterrez supported. Guiterrez reluctantly 
agreed to be treasurer for another year at 
the recent election of officers. 

“Fraud can be so fragrant,” Guiterrez 
noted. 

The wording for treasurer term limits will 
come back for consideration at the April 
meeting. 

Since the beginning of the appointed 
board April 17, 2010 through the official 
board elected in November 2010, Dawson 
has been the only board president and

still doesn’t like the part of the contract on 
page 7 that says if the actual costs to the 
township to provide the service is more 
than estimated, the city will also pay the 
extra cost, which will be documented. 

“They can bill us for any additional cost 
as they see fit,” she said, noting she had 
said this same thing last year regarding 
the contract wording, which didn’t get 
changed. 

“I know they never have [billed extra] 
and I hope they never do ... but it is open- 
ended,” Tindall said. 

Mayor Conley asked Fire Chief Brian 
Loranger if he had any issues with the fire 
dispatch. 

He said there are issues, but some have 
to do with the new 800 MHz system. He 
said, also, he would like more information 
given on his department’s way to a run. 
He said, for instance, they had a run to the 
middle school for a female with difficulty 
breathing. He said it would have helped if 
the responders knew going in whether it 
was a student or adult, if there were other 
medical problems, and other information. 

There also is an ongoing problem with 
the dispatchers not looking at Belleville’s 
“I Am Responding” information that tells 
the fire chief who is coming to the fire so 
he knows whether to call for mutual aid. 

“Some dispatchers look at it, some don’t,” 
he said. 

Tindall said last year the council members 
who visited the dispatch center were 


assured by Public Safety Director Carl 
McClanahan that every dispatcher in that 
room would look at the “I Am Responding” 
every time. 

Mayor Conley said there are provisions 
in the contract for communications and 
she didn’t know if the city was following 
through as it should to tell the township of 
its issues. 

She said this was not a contractual issue. 

Loranger said sometimes issues are not a 
big deal and he blows them off. 

As to additional charges, Mayor 
Conley said, “They are required to send 
documentation. They can’t just send us a 
bill.” 

Former Mayor Tom Fielder said that the 
first year the city had VBT dispatching, the 
city and township had a standing committee 
that met monthly, when needed. He said 
they could discuss issues in a less invasive 
way, in a less formal session. 

In other business at the March 4 meeting, 
the council: 

e Set a public hearing for 7:30 p.m., March 
18, on an amendment to the utilities part of 
the Code of Ordinances that would allow 
charging for water or sewer by the gallon or 
thousands of gallons. Also, an amendment 
is proposed to allow the city to turn off the 
water if the property owner doesn’t allow 
the city in to change the meters; 

e Set a public hearing for 7:30 p.m., 
March 18, to discuss repealing part of the 
the Buildings and Building Regulations 
of the Code of Ordinances that will make 
certificates of occupancy required any 
time a building is occupied or reoccupied.

e Approved a schedule for preparing 
the 2013-14 city budget so that it can 
be accepted at the June 3 meeting. The 
schedule calls for the city manager to 
present a proposed budget to the council 
on May 6 and then it will be publicly 
discussed at 6 p.m., May 13; 6 p.m., May 
15; 7:30 p.m., May 20; and 7:30 p.m., June 
3 at the required public hearing. Council 
members will be assigned departments to 
study during this period; 

e Approved a grant application to 
the Michigan Natural Resources Trust 
Fund, as recommended by the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority, which 
has committed to paying 30% ($51,720) of 
the project cost of $172,400 for Horizon 
Park improvements;

City Council approves 
Strawberry Festival, 
CBC events this summer

At a 34-minute meeting on Feb. 19, the 
Belleville City Council considered details 
of the Strawberry Festival and seasonal 
events being put on by the Central Business 
Community and unanimously approved 
them all. 

The Strawberry Festival will run from 
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Friday, June 14, through Sunday, June 
16, with the annual parade at 11 a.m. on 
Saturday. 

Main Street from Fifth Street to E. Huron 
River Drive will be closed beginning at 8 
p-m. on Thursday, June 13, to allow set up 
of the carnival. Vendors will begin setting 
up at 6 a.m. on Friday and the festival will 
open at 4 p.m. on Friday, instead of noon as 
in previous years. 

Although several businesses on Henry

stick with the past practice of not extending 
the festival grounds onto South Street. 
Those wishing booths can have them on 
Main Street, they said. 

The festival area is Main Street, from 5 
Points to Liberty, St. Anthony’s Church, 
Trinity Episcopal Church, Belleville 
Presbyterian Church and Victory Park for a 
car show on Sunday only from 8 a.m. to 4 
p.m., weather permitting. 

The council approved a Responsibility 
Policy and an Administrative Policy. 

DPW Director Keith Boc said last year 
there was a problem with festival dumpster 
removal. The dumpsters were not picked 
up for over a week and had strong odors. 
The city got complaints. 

Sharon Pokerwinski of the festival 
committee explained how the dumpster 
company failed to put the pickup on 
their list and there were delays in getting 
responses from them, but it is taken care 
of this year. 

The council also discussed the rule against 
flyers being handed out at the festival and 
the “balloon guy” who lives in Belleville 
and shows up at every city event, but is 
only permitted to sell door to door or from 
a booth. 

As to the CBC events, the council 
approved the Flopp E. Bunny Candy Hunt 
on March 30, the new Belleville Boat 
Show on July 20, the Taste of Belleville 
on Aug. 15, and Halloween Trick of Treat 
Downtown on Oct. 31. 

The CBC had shown interest in having 
the “balloon guy” at the free Easter Bunny 
event since the children liked the balloons 
last year, though the balloon sales were 
kept in the parking area.

Recreation Commission, at its Feb. 19 
meeting, on the Bunnies on Main event 
and the commission informally agreed to a 
partnership.

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Belleville DDA approves 30% in matching funds for $172,400 project

The proposed Horizon Park lakeside 
upgrade project now is expected to cost 
about $172,400. 

At its Feb. 20 meeting the Belleville 
Downtown Development Authority 
unanimously voted to offer matching cash 
funds of 30%, to help get the state grant. 

The lakeside project wouldn’t be ready 
for construction until 2014 and DDA 
Coordinator Carol Thompson said they 
could put the matching amount of $51,720 in 
the 2013-14 budget or take it from the fund 
balance at that time. 

After the DDA made this commitment to 
matching funds, the project now will go back 
to the city council which has to be the entity 
filing the grant application with the state. 

The grant being sought comes through the 
Natural Resources Trust Fund. 

The proposed improvements call for 
an ADA-accessible, ramped floating pier 
attached to a fixed boardwalk, 10 new day 
slips for boaters/shopper docks, an ADA- 
accessible canoe/kayak launch, and amenities 
such as a canoe/kayak slide, an additional 
ADA parking space, signage, landscaping, 
benches and trash receptacles, and a concrete 
pad for an ADA-accessible picnic table. 

Spicer Engineering was paid $3,500 to 
design the grant project. 

Chris Matson of Spicer said the project 
has been upgraded to have a fixed platform 
attached to the floating platform, and now it 
is all ADA-accessible. The proposed personal 
watercraft slips have been removed, he said. 

He said they hope to have project 
collaborations with the Huron River 
Watershed Council’s Water Trail and 
River Up! programs and with Van Buren 
Township. 

Some $6,900 worth of upgrades to the 
structure of the present kiosk also includes a 
Huron River canoeing and kayaking map. 

Thompson said if Belleville doesn’t get the 
full grant from the state, the DDA will reduce 
the amenities proposed. She said those 
seeking grants get higher up on the funding 


list by offering more in cash-matching. The 
minimum for the grant is 25% cash match 
and Spicer suggested going with 30%. 

In other business at the Feb. 20 meeting, 
the DDA: 

e Approved paying $100 each for City 
Manager Diana Kollmeyer and DDA 
Coordinator Thompson to attend the April 
9-10 Michigan Municipal League Capital 
Conference in Lansing. Since the city is a 
member of the Liability Pool & Workers 
Comp Fund, the two are registering through 
the city membership and getting the reduced 
rate being paid by the DDA; 

¢ Heard an update on the downtown zoning 
ordinance being updated by the planning 
commission. Thompson said she attended the 
Feb. 14 meeting and the work is continued 
to the next meeting. Also, the new, proposed 
sign ordinance is expected to be presented at 
the March 14 commission meeting; 

e Approved moving from Charter One, 
where interest was low, to Multi-Bank 
Securities for re-investment of a CD which 
matured at the end of January. Thompson 
said Multi-Bank Securities has served the 
DDA well in the past and when investments 
mature they conduct the research and provide 
best options for reinvestment; 

e Discussed the brick crosswalk at Main 
and Denton that continues to deteriorate after 
being redone last year. DDA Chairman John 
Hoops said maybe they should just replace it 
with poured concrete to eliminate the push 
effect on the bricks of the heavy traffic and 
the water ponds; 

e Heard DDA member Tom Fielder report 
he went to Fishermen’s Village in Punta 
Gorda, FL to look at all the murals there that 
had been seen by City Manager Kollmeyer. 
Fielder said the murals were beautiful and 
Belleville should research the possibility of 
doing that here. City Councilwoman Kim 
Tindall said from the audience that at the 
last Sign Committee meeting the planning 
commissioners looked into murals and more 
information will be coming. Fielder said 
that the community enjoyed the art that was 
displayed by the Detroit Institute of Arts and, 


maybe, the city could feature some local 
artists; 

e Noted the $9,172.24 check to Howell 
Airport Lighting on the accounts payable list 
is the last payment for the LED streetlight 
project; 

e Heard DDA member Jim Higgerson say 
a local man asked for trash receptacles at 
the south end of town so people don’t throw 
trash in the street when the ice cream shop 
opens; and 

e Was told the flag company was called on 
Feb. 18 concerning the tattered flag at Five 
Points. The company comes out regularly 
to change the flag, but this time it has to 
come sooner than planned because of all the 
unusually strong winds that have torn the 
flag, Hoops said.

The other 
officers have changed over the years. 

In other business at the Feb. 12 meeting, 
the board: 

e Set up a Building Committee, as a 
standing committee, that will develop and 
implement a plan detailing the facilities 
needed for present and future library 
services, as well as identify locations to 
construct a new main library and satellite 
facility as outlined in the Belleville Area 
District Library Agreement; 

e Passed an Investment Policy, based on 
the City of Belleville’s policy, and passed 
a resolution designating JPMorgan Chase 
Bank as the library’s depository; 

e Discussed a financial statement that 
showed $192,777 cash in the bank, which 
would be subject to custodial credit risk 
because it is over the $100,000 FDIC 
insurance limit.

township at its regular hourly rates. Wade 
Trim said it would be glad to do the project 
either way. 

Trustee Jeff Jahr called the project 
interesting but necessary because the old 
bridge is in need of repair. He said it was a 
historic bridge and popular fishing site. 

Trustee Jahr said he had talked to the 
DNR and was told there should be more 
promotion of the fishing in that area 
because salmon are coming upstream to 
the area of the dam. 

Jahr also said the water main runs through 
the levee that FERC required the township 
to make. 

McDonald said Wade Trim is highly 
unlikely to get a simple answer for the 


project. 
“We have a liability ... and have some 
critical customers,’ McDonald said, 


noting that Huron Valley Steel has water 
mains going through their property and 
the township has to determine “how to not 
cause them problems.” 

Nummer said if the township could get 
a grant, they could make the bridge really 
something special for the public to use.

located in the right of way. That distance 
varies, ranging from pretty close to three to 
four feet in the right of way. 

The chainlink fence which also has an 
illegal row of barbed wire on top was 
originally installed by the developer of the 
subdivision. In many locations there are 
two fences. Many property owners have 
added their own privacy fence behind the 
chain link, which is probably in a legal 
location, Hodges said. 

Hodges said she thinks the DDA should 
work with the township attorney to 
determine ownership of the fence. 

She said she believes, at this time, that 
there are three alternatives. The first is that 
the DDA could repair or possibly require 
the fence to be repaired. Hodges also 
said that if it is determined that the fence 
is in the county right of way, the county 


will require the DDA to remove the fence. 
And, the DDA will need a permit from the 
county to do that. 

Secondly, the DDA could remove the 
fence and replace it with something better 
in a conforming location, which means 
working with all 11 property owners. 

One of the properties is vacant and owned 
by a bank. It was agreed that Hodges 
will work with the attorney to identify 
ownership. 

The third alternative is to not replace 
the fence and plant trees and shrubs as a 
buffer. 

A heavy-duty vinyl fence with narrow 
footings that would not impact a lot of the 
vegetation was also suggested. 

At the Feb. 26 meeting of the DDA, 
Ireland gave an update. 

“The county is not going to pay for 
anything,” Ireland reported. “If anything 
gets done, we are going to foot the bill for 
it.” 

Ireland said she sent a letter to all property 
owners that abut the fence, stating that they 
have looked into it with Wayne County and 
determined that the fence is not on their 
properties. 

A group meeting for resident input will be 
set up once they find out from the county 
what the township is allowed to do. Ireland 
said she received no response from the 
letters that were sent out.

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Sumpter Township Board promotes Joe Januszyk to Fire Chief

Last September, Joe Januszyk was named 
interim fire chief for Sumpter Township 
after the sudden resignation of his brother- 
in-law, longtime Fire Chief Leslie Powell. 

The Sept. 11 township board agenda 
had listed the renewal of Powell’s contract 
as chief, when at the last minute, at the 
meeting, it was turned into a retirement 
instead. Powell signed a non-disclosure 
agreement with the township and so he has 
not discussed his abrupt departure. 

On Feb. 26, the Sumpter Township Board 
of Trustees voted unanimously to promote 
Januszyk to the full fire chief position. 

Trustee Peggy Morgan, board liaison to 
the fire department, said she put the item 
on the board agenda and wanted to say a 
few words on Januszyk’s behalf. 

“I feel Chief Januszyk has done a fine job 
for the past six months ... and he will bring 
a lot to us,” Trustee Morgan said. The rest 
of the board agreed. 

A ceremony planned for the sudden 
retirement of another longtime firefighter, 
Marty Kalasz, was expected at the Feb. 
26 meeting, but it was not held that night. 
At the Feb. 12 meeting Kalasz, a 40- 
year volunteer fireman who was fighting 
a disciplinary action for not signing a 
negative evaluation, instead agreed to 
retire instead. 

In other business at its Feb. 26 meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved two amendments to the Parks 
and Recreation Commission Constitution, 
as recommended by financial consultant 
Ron Traskos, paving the way for its move 
to become a 501c3 non-profit organization. 
A lot of paperwork has been done to send 
to the IRS and the final paperwork was 
expected to be sent out the next day; 

e Approved plans by Joe Nasser for 
a medical clinic at the property he is in 
the process of buying from the township 
for $125,000 at 19130 Sumpter Road.

Township attorney Rob Young said the 
final agreement will be brought back to 
the board before the official closing on the 
property. “It’s going to be a medical center 
and nothing but a medical center,’ Nasser 
told the board. “... no retail, no medical 
marijuana...” Trustee Alan Bates said if 
he takes care of the medical center like he 
does his market at the corner of Willis and 
Sumpter roads, there won’t be a problem; 

e Approved participating in the 2013 
Senior Olympics, at a cost of $200; 

e Approved selling at auction the “all- 
rusted-out” 1996 senior van; 

e Approved the rezoning of 25891 
Sumpter Road from R-2 Single Family 
to C-2 Commercial, as recommended 
by the Planning Commission. This is the 
property owned by John Chapman that has 
a 60-year-old commercial garage on it and 
adjoins other commercial property; 

e Held a public hearing and then, 
during the regular meeting, approved a 
revised Community Development Block 
Grant budget for 2013-14 of $106,400 
that includes: $6,384 for administration, 
$48 377 for Senior Service/Chore Programs 
(grass cutting, snow removal, plumbing/ 
heating repairs), $11,639 for Senior Center 
Improvements (replacing doors that are 
rusting out); and $40,000 for demolitions. 
A letter from Peggy Peterson suggesting 
the township use CDBG funds to help 
residents move out of a deteriorating trailer 
park where she lives was read and placed 
on file, with township attorney Young 
commenting, “The letter is from a citizen 
and is not necessary the opinion of the 
township”;

At the Feb. 4 regular meeting of the 
Belleville City Council, City Clerk / 
Treasurer Lisa Long publicly opened four 
sealed bids for the city’s 2013 Full Length 
Cured in Place Pipe Lining Program. 

DPW Director Keith Boc said the bids 
were expected to come in slightly lower 
than the $200,000 estimate. 

The bids opened were:

e Insight Pipe Contracting, Harmony, PA,

The council voted unanimously to turn 
the bids over to Boc, City Manager Diana 
Kollmeyer, and Hennessey Engineers for 
review. The council also approved having 
these reviewers select the contractor for the 
work so it could move forward. 

The proposed project consists of about 
3,618 linear feet of full-length, cured-in- 
place pipe lining along Main Street from 
Denton Road to Huron River Drive and 
along a rear yard utility easement from 
Angola to Madelon streets south of Huron 
River Drive. 

The cured-in-place pipe would be installed 
within sewers ranging from 8 inches to 15 
inches in diameter. 

The anticipated start date, weather 
permitting, is Feb. 25 and it should be 
substantially completed by March 28 with 
final completion by April 12.

I 
understand that I make payments directly to 
the seller and that I don’t get the deed until 
I pay off the land contract. The seller called 
the land contract a balloon land contract. 
What is a balloon land contract? 

Answer: A balloon land contract 
is when the monthly payments paid 
during the term of the land contract do 
not pay off the land contract and there 
is still an amount due — which is called a 
balloon note, which is due and payable 
in one lump sum at the end of the land 
contract term to the seller. 

If the balloon amount owed is not paid, 
the seller will not provide the deed to the 
home and you could lose all you have put
